Carter Repeated His Declaration of In- 
mocence and Said He Was Con- 
fident of Ultimate Restor- 
aticn to Rank. 


Former Capt. Oberlin M. Carter of the 
United States Army. under sentence of five 
years’ imprisonment on a charge of con- 
spiring to defraud the government out of 
$1,720,000, passed through St. Louis Friday 
on his way to Fort Leavenworth, Kan.. 
where he will be confined during the peric«i 
of his sentence in the United States mili- 
tary prison. 

He is making his gloomy journey under 
an escort of five men, all inferior to him 
in rank. 

The personnel of the guard is as follows: 
Lieut. Harker, Corpora] Poteet and Privates 
Watson, Coakler and Boland. All are 
armed. 

The party arrived over the Vandalia 
Route at 7 o'clock Friday morning, after 
traveling from New York in a Pullman 
sleeper. 

Carter was escorted to the dining room. 
where he and Lieut. Harker had breakfast. 
while Corporal Poteet and the privates 
Stood on guard at the various exits. 

After a hearty meal the lieutenant and 
his famous prisoner spent 30 minutes aa- 
miring the beauties of Union Station. by 
that time the Missouri Pavific train No. 1 
Was ready to depart. The party was as- 
Signed to seats in the parlor car, in which 
the trip to Leavenwortn will be completed. 

Desp.te the peacenisons the guards took 
to keep ihe prisoner in view constantly. al! 
dGeciared that they felt that an attempt to 
escape on his part would be about the last 
thing that would happen.

The train was in charge of Conductor J. 
B. Collett, Engineer B. F. Campbell and 
Fireman Peter Foukes. The engineer and 
fireman knew nothing of the robbery unt! 
informed by the conductor. It is supposed 
that the robber boarded the train at Baid 
Knob, where the Memphis chair car 1S 
switched on to the train. 

The first the conductor knew of the pres- 
ence of the robber was as he started inio 
the smoker of the Memphis chair car. A 
big revolver was preSented to his face and 
a deep voice said: “‘Hands up!" He speedi:y 
comp.iied with the command and the robber 
said: 

‘Go ahead of me through 

When the first pasenger in the chair car 
was reached he was asleep. The robber 
commanded the conductor to wake him up. 
The Higginson stop was near and the con- 
ductor, piaying for time, said that the man 
Was asleep. He was again commanded to 
wake him up, which he did with the re- 
Inark: ‘‘Wake up, pardner, some one wants 
to see you.”’ 

After completing the tour of the chair 
car the robber pulled the air cord, and as 
the train slowed up he got off and disap- 
peared in the darkness.

WITHOUT A HEAD, 


Due to Bishop Montgomery’s 
Non-Arrival Here. 


CAUSES MARRIAGE OELAYS. 


FIRST TIME THE CONDITION HAS 
EXISTED IN FIFTY YEARS. 


It Is Expected That Two St. Louis 
Priests Will Be Promoted 
on Rev. Kain’s Return 
From Rome. 


For the first time in 8 years the Catholic 
Archdiocese of St. Louis is without a spir- 
itua! head. 

Archbishop Kain has left for Rome and 
Vicar-General Muelsiepen, who is next in 
authority, is now in Germany. 

It is expected that Bishop George Mont- 
gomery of Los Angeles would arrive this 
week to take charge of affairs, and his 
delay has caused considerable speculation 
in religious circles. 

More than 5000 children will have to be 
confirmed early in May and no prelate below 
the rank of a bishop can administer the 
sacrament. 

The annual vacations of the clergy are 
usually arranged about this time and gen- 
erally no leave of absence is taken without 
authority of the superior in charge of the 
diocese. 

The fact that no coadjutor bishop is as- 
signed to the St. Louis Diocese makes this 
situation possible. 

Those who are in a position to know say 
that Archbishop Kain will probably be 
given the necessary permission from the 
authorities at Rome to appoint an assist- 


ant.

Louis priests upon his return from Rome, 
the authority to bestow the title resting 
with the. prefect of the Propaganda, who 
virtually represents the Pope. 

When the late Archbishop Kenrick made 
his visit to Rome in 1879 the archdiocese 
was left in charge of Bishop Ryan the pres- 
ent metropolitan of the Philadelphia dio- 
cese, 

Before Archbishop Kenrick’'s elevation the 
diocese was temporarily without an exe- 
cutive. 

Chancellor Van der Sanden, whose juris- 
diction extends to the German parishes of 
the archdiocese, is reported to be se- 


riously ill. 

The fimancial affairs of all the churches 
are being looked after by Father John 

Tannyath, pastor of St. Agnes’ Church, who 
also olds the title of chancellor. 

Dispensations for marriages between 
Protestants and Catholics and other matri- 
monial privileges can only be granted by a 
bishop or archbishop. 

Several weddings of the kind are in con- 
templation, but according to the Catholic 
laws governing such ceremonies, they can- 
not be performed without the sanction of 
the bishop who is specially delegated to pre- 
side over the ‘St. Louis diocese

FOOD FOR ALL THE WORLD. 


The United States export nearly $200,000,000 in meats and 
livestock, and the account is growing. With the exception 
of sheep and mutton this country exports more meat than all 
other: lands combined. 

The live cattle trade is especially interesting. In 1875 the 
Tnited States exported to Europe 299 head, a fraction of 1 
per cent of the total sold there. In 1898 the exports were 
269,478 head, or 65 per cent. The balance was made up by 
Canada, 108.406 head, or 19 per cent, and Argentina, 89,369 head, 
er 16 per cent. 

The importation of meat into the United Kingdom indicates 
@ wpreference for American fresh meat. Imports of salted 
meats declined from 1871 to 1888 over 26 per cent, while those 


wf fresh meats rose 140 fold. The fresh beef imported into 


the United Kingdom comes almost entirely from the United 
States and Australia, the fermer being 74 per cent of the total. 
This country supplies almost all 
the hams bought by the United Kingdom, the proportion be- 
ing more than 90 per cent.

NEIW YORK, April 27.—Andrew 
negie, in an eesay in the May Century, en- 
titled “Popular IHusions About Trusts,”’ 
advocates great aggrepations of capital as 
of benefit both to rich and poor. He says: 


“Every attempt to monopolize the manu- 
facture of any staple article carries with- 
in its bosom the seeds of failure. Long be- 
fore we could legislate with much effect 
against trusts there would be no necessi- 
ty for such legislation. The past proves 
this and the future is to confirm it. There 
should be nothing but encouragement for 
these vast aggregations of capital for the 
manufacture of staple articles. 

“As far as the result being an increase 
of price to the consumer beyond a brief 
period there need be no féar. On the con- 
trary, the inevitable result of these ag- 
gregations is, finally and permanently, to 
give to the consumer cheaper articles than 
would have been otherwise possible to ob- 


capital and increase of size in every branch 
of product cannot be arrested or even great- 
ly impeded, and that instead of attempting 
to restrkt either we should Dall every in- 
crease as something gained, not for the few 
rich, but for the millions of poor.’’—Andrew 
Carnegie on trusts, 
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tain; for capital is stimulated by the high 
rofits of the trust, for a season, to em- 
mark against it. 

“The result is very soon a capacity of 
production beyond the wants of the con- 
sumer, and as the new works erected are of 
the most improved pattern and capable of 
producing cheaper than the old works, the 
vulnerable trusts are compelled to buy and 
capitalize at two or three times their cost. 
There is thus no danger ahead to the com- 
munity from trusts nor any cause for fear. 

“Competition in all departments of hu- 
man activity is not to be suppressed. Al- 
ready the ghosts of numerous departed 
trusts which aimed at monopolies have 
marched across the stage of human af- 
fairs, each pointing to its fatal wound, in- 
flicted by the great corrective, competi- 
tion. The only people who have reason to 
fear trusts are those who trust them. 

“We conclude that this overpowering, ir- 
resistible tendency toward aggregation. of 
capital and increase of size n every 
branch of product cannot be arrested or 
even greatly impeded, and that instead of 
attempting to restrict either, we should 
hail every increase as something gained, 
not for the few rich, but for the millions 
of poor, seeing that the law is similarly 
working for good and not for evil. Every 
enlargement is an improvement, step by 
step, upon what has preceded. It does not 
tend to make the rich poorer, but it does 
tend to make the poor richer in the pos- 
session of better things and greatly les- 
sens the wide and deep gulf between the 
rich and the poor. 

“Superficial politicians may for a time 
deceive the uninformed, but more and 
more will all thts be clearly seen by those 
who are now led te regard aggregations as 
injurious.”’

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WOULD RATHER BE PRIVATE CIT- 
IZEN THAN VICE-PRESIDENT. 


WILL RUN AGAIN FOR GOVERNOR 


His Decision Regarding the Second 
Place on the Republican Tick. 
et, He Declares, Is Final. 


CHICAGO, April 27.—Gov. Theodare 
Roosevelt of New York has formally an- 
noumed in this city that he will not ac- 
cept the nomination for vice-president. He 
declares that any attempt to stampede the 
Philadelphia convention for him will prave 
a failure; that he cannot be induced under 
any circumstances to accept the nomina- 
tion. and that this declaration is final. 

“I expect to attend the national conven- 
tion,’’ said Gav. Roosevelt, “and I shall 
second the nomination of President McKin- 
ley. I will give the ticket that loyal sup- 
port which it will deserve from all Re- 
publicans, but beyond that I will not have 
the slightest connection with the ticket. 

“I can best serve my party and my coun- 
try by standing for governor af New York 
again. I desire a second term as governor 
and expect to get it. As to what will come 
after that I do not know. Nor have I my 
eyes set on 1964. That is too far away. 

“My position in regard to the vice-presi- 
Cency is absolutely unalktemable. I wonid 
rather be in private life than be vice-presi- 
dent. I believe I can be of more service to 
my country as governor of the state of 
New York than as vice-presklent.”’ 

In reply to a question as to how he re- 
garded Admiral Dewey as a presidential 
possibility, Gov. Roosevelt said that the 
admiral was a personal friend of his and 
he did not care to talk of him politically. 


The governar spoke informally at the 
banquet of the Marquette Club last night.

Notwithstanding this queer freak of the 
brain, Ritterband realizes that his self bas 
been effaced from the records of his mind, 
and he is willing to wait patiently until 
such time as his identity shall return.

Cities Fire-Swept. 


PROPERTY LOSS $20,000,000. 


APPALLING RESULT OF FLAMES 
AT HULL AND OTTAWA. 


About 2520 Buildings Destroyed and 
10,000,000 Feet of Lumber 
Burned Before the Flames 
Subsided. 


TRAIL OF RUIN.

wrought by the fire which raged at Huli 
and in Ottawa from 11 o’clock yesterday 
morning until midnight. 

Most of the lumber piles tn Ottawa and 
Hull has disappeared and are now mere 
heaps of charred wood and ushes. Half a 
dozen churches and schools, a number of 
mills, the Hull waterworks, the Hull court- 
house and jail; the postoffice, the convent 

—almost every business place and about 1000 


adweiitings and shops in Hull have been de- 
stroyed. Indeed, practicaily nothing of 
Huli is left but a church and a few houses 
beyond it. 

The spot where the fire originated is about 


and as a gale was b.owing from 
the northw est, right in the direction of the 
lumber piles and mills on both the Hull 
and Ottawa shores of the Ottawa River and 
Chaudiere Falls, it was soon seen that the 
fire Was aimost certain to be a iarge one. 
By 11:0 o’ciock the fire had got a good hold 
of Main street, and the entire street, with 
dozens of cross streets, was burne.l. 'Prac- 
tically there is not a house left in the street. 
About this time the fire made a jump of 
nearly half a mile, arid ignited Eddy’s wood- 
yard, near the match fac tory. It was soon 
in flames, and the W mile an hour gale 
which was blowing drove a high coiymn of 
flames across Bridge street and set fire to 
the Eddy paper mii] and the other bulidings 
of the company. 

The fire at this time also sprang across 
Ottawa River and caught the sheds in the 
rear of the Mackay Miliing Co., on Victoria 
Island, and in a few minutes the lumber 
piles on Victoria, Chaudiere Islands, on of 
the power houses of the Ottawa Electric 
Co., the Victoria foundry and half the 
buildings on the two islands were in flames. 

The whole industrial district of Ottawa 
has been completely wiped out. This in- 
cludes the great factories of E. B. Eddy, 
consisting of woodworking, match, pulp and 
ae am factories valued at $1,500,000. The 
arge lumber mills of the Booth-Bronson- 
Hull Lumber Co., Gilmour & Hughes and 
others, together with the flour mills of 
McKay. were destrayed. Seven thousand 
operators are thrown out of employment 
and 20,000 persons are rendered homeless 
to-nie@ht in both cities. 

About 100,000,000 feet of manufactured pine 
lumber has been consumed. Practically 
the whole city of Hull is blotted aut, and, 
had the wind been blowing from a westerly 
direction, nothing could have saved Otta- 
wa from lIike destruction. 

The Parliament bulidings were at one 
time threatened by the burning timber 
wh'rh floated down the river, and severa) 
times set the bushes in the escarpment 
aflame. All business in the city was sus- 
pended amd the House of Commans met for 
a few minutes, then adjourned until Tues- 
day next.
